FIELD DAY SAFETY GUIDELINES 


As t result of last years accident at the Club's field day site (Kekebeka) I thought it may be of some benefit if we hed some rough guidelines as to how antennas should be 
exected for Field Day. (For those of you who weren’t there and didn’t heer, a tower fell while being climbed causing severe injury to Glen VEQIAU aid amore severely io Peter 
VESMOE....Ed) I am by no means an authonty m this subject as it was my structure which fel last year, but thought the folowing guidelines are just plain common sease 
(something we did not chk of et the spur of the moment). hope you will find these acceptable, 


1) Only antennas which can be hoisted up with the mast or tower be used e.g. THR, Explorer 14 inverted v's ete. 

2) t atoweris used, only three sections or 24 feet should be ellowed. 

3) The rope to be used with tower mstalltions is 29 inch nylon for strength and ease of handing 

4) There must be a mmimum of five people to put up a major structure as one is needed to check n all directions and co-ordinate the lit 

5) The area must be dear of al obstructions, ¢.g campers, vehicles, picnic tables ete, 

6) Once the structure is up, no one should be allowed to climb it uiless ebsolutely necessary to ensure the proper functioning ofthe antenna. A group discussion must be 
conducted as to determine if someone is to be allowed up the structure or an alternate method used. 

7)It the chin is necessary then only one persons to be allowed on the structure at atime with the use of a safety belt 

8) Ground pegs must be solidly inthe ground and clearly marked for visibly. 


These are common sease rules butitis obvious that some weren't followed ast year. As aesult oflast years accident, would hope all hams realize thet accidents can happen, 
and we should ell do our part to prevent them.
